The suspicion 
which rested for several centuries 
upon his head has.been removed by 
Alton, the recognized authority upon

Paul E. Harney, the noted painter 
of chickens, monkeys and monks’ 
heads, was engaged upon a canvas en- 
titled A Barnyard Sc.2ne. 

The painting stood on its ease} in 
Harney’s room on the fourth floor of 
the Illini Hotel, at Alton. He opened 
his windows before leaving the hotel. 
When he returned at 10 p. m. he 
closed them and went to bed. 

Thought It Wa, Burglars. 

At midnight he was awakened by a 
clatter among his paint tubes. ‘The. 
came a stealthy fluttering and whirr- 
ing, like the rustle of garments. 

Harney sprang from the bed and 
switched on the lights. Two chimney 
swallows, terrified by the sudden glare, 
dashed madly about the room, seeking 
escape. 

Then, according to Harney, the feath- 
ered prisoners beheld his canvas ani 
uttered twittérs of relief. One of them 
flew straight for the shelter of the 
painted tree, with feet outspread to 
clutch a leafy branch. The bird dashed 
with a thud against the canvas, its 
claws scratched for a moment upon the 
emooth surface, and then dropped tv 
the floor. 

Both Birds Deluded. 

The second bird, also believing the 
barnyard a refuge, attempted to alight 
in it, Harney says, and failing, tried 
to fly ungef the eaves of the barn and 
then to @escend updn a life-like chicken 
coop. / 

The artist went to the telephone and 
informed Ben Rose, head bellboy, that 
there were birds in the room. 

A few minutes later Harney was as- 
tonished when Rose and Henry Froebel, 
a bartender, stole into his room with 
drawn revolvers. 

“Where are they?’ hissed Rose. 

“There,” replied the artist, indicating 
the swallows. 

“Birds!” Rose shouted. 
you said burgilars.’’ 

Froebe]l raised the window, but the 
birds ignored their real avenue of es- 
cape for the fancied refuge of the paint- 
ed barnyard. Harney turned the picture 
to the wall and then, he says, the swal- 
lows flew to freedom through the win- 
dow. 

P. S—For doubting Thomases, Har- 
ney points to the bird scratches on the 
painting.

CRITICISE HIGH DEATH RATE Sr 


Year’s Total of 1231 in Institu-| Fred 
tion Called More Than Twice 


Too High. 


The legend of the city hospital black 
bottle, from which, according to under- 
world traditions, lethal drafts are 
frequently given to patients, has been 
recalled to the members of-the Hos- 
pital Board by Dr. Ralph Thompson's 
statement that the death list of the in- 
stitutions is twice as large as it should 
be. 

Dr. Thompson, & member of the 
board, saw by the annual report that 
the mumber of deaths for the last 
year had been 1231. “That is too large,” 
he declared. “According to the gen- 
eral experience of institutions like this, 
the number of deaths in a year should 
not exceed the average number of pa- 
tients housed at one time. We have 
about 600 patients usually, hence the 
deaths should not greatly exceed 600 
in a year.”’. Some of the other mem- 
bers concurred in the criticism, and 
said every effort should be made to 
lower the mortality record in the next 
12 months. |
